Frankfort, Aug. 30. "Tis faid that the Elector 
Palatine intends to go to the Siege of Landau very 
fuddenly, his Equipage being made ready. Marthal 
Carinat is reinforc’d by fome Battalions, but his 
whole Army making but 18000 Men, we are in no 
Apprehenfion of any thing that he can attempt. 

Liege, Sept. 1. The Prince of Tferclaes is expe- 
éted here with a Detachment from the French Army. 
The French perceiving that they are like to lofe the 
upper part of Gelderland, will endeavour the more 
ftrenuoufly to keep themfelves in Poffeifion of this 
City, which ftands fo conveniently for a Place of 
Arms; they give out that our Garrifon will be com- 
poled of 35 Battalions of Foot, and 15 Squadrons 
of Horfe ; and thar General Ximines, who by keep- 
ing the Soldiers under good Difcipline, and by his 
courteous Difpofition, has made himfelf generally 
belov’d, will Command agen in this Place. — 

From the Camp of the Allies before Venlo, Aug. 30. 
Wearriv’d Yefterday before this Town, and imme- 
diately invefted it on this fide of the Maes, and fe- 
cur'd all the Avenues. Baron Obdam gave notice 
of his Arrival to Baren Heyde, who commands the 
Pru:iian Troops on the other fide of the River ; and 
ina little time after we faw him draw round the 
Place on his fide. We are inform’d that the Garri- 
fon confifts of 4 Regiments of Foot regular Troops, 
600 Peafants of the Militia out of Ruremond, and 
300 Horfe, making together betwixt 3 and 4000 
Men. We fhall quickly begin to work upon our 
Bridges of Communication, and Lines of Circum- 
vallation ; Lieut. Gen. Cochorn is expected in our 
Camp to day, with the Great Artillery and 5 more 
Battalions. They fire very furioufly from the Town ; 
to Morrow in the Ev¢ning we fhall have a Battery 
ready to anfwer them. 

Grave, Sept.2. Two days ago feveral Veffels, 
with heavy Cannon and Ammunition, went up the 
Maes from hence to our Army before Venlo ; and 
Yefterday General Coehorn with other Officers and 
Ingeniers went thither likewife. 7 

Maeftricht, Sept. 2. There is a Garrifon put into 
Weert, and 500 Men into Mafeyck; ‘tis faid we 
fhall embark fome Cannon to fall down the River to 
be employ’d in the attacking of Steven{wett.

and to Morrow the Trenches will be open’d. 


From the Harlem Courant, Dated Sept.9. 
Riga, Aug. 24. On the 19th and 20th, we had 
Advice from Dorrat that the Mufcovites were gone 
back again into their own Country; but now we 
hear that General Schermethof mez them as they 
were going to crofs the Peipus , and order’d them to 
return into Livonia; whereupon they are fallen agen 
to ravaging and burning with greater fury than 
before ; and are now advanc’d fo near us, that 
they have burnt fome Villages within 7 Miles of 
this place. 400 Horfe were fent out to ger intelli- 
ence of them, who meeting with 1000 Mufcovite 
Forte, put them to the. Ront, taking 20 Prifoners. 
Thefe Horfemen were cloath’d like Saxons, and tell 
us that there are 60000 Mufcovites in the Field, 
and that they intend to deftroy every Town in Li- 
vonia.

Luton, Aug. 8. The Prince of Heff: D’armftadr 
isin great efteem here, and goes to Court every 
day.
